Six other present or former BancOhio 
National Bank employees have joined 
seven others as party plaintiffs in what 
appears to be one of the largest class 
action lawsuits ever in Ohio against the 
bank for alleged employment discrimina- 
tion, according to court records. 

Last month, seven plaintiffs, including 
the Columbus Chapter of the NAACP 
tiled a lawsuit against the bank in the U.S. 
District Court. 

In the suit, attorneys for the plaintiffs, 
David Bidwell and James Banks claimed 
that blacks have been discriminated 
against in employment and promotion, 
because they have been limited to lower 
paying jobs, while white employees 
receive higher pay. 

The six party plaintiffs are: Rhonda K. 
Tart, 580 N. Park St.; Monica Hairston, 
4132 Vineshire Ln.; Leonard V. Coffer, 
1756 Jason Dr.; Toniette McGaughy,

Bill Readied To ShortenRights Litigation Time 


By CHARLIE BRIGGS 
(Cotumbus Bureau) 


State Representative Ray Miller, Democrat, 29th Ohio House 
District, announced this week that he will introduce legislation 
to require the Ohio Civil Rights Commission (OCRC) to prop- 
erly dispose of a discrimination charge within one year. 

The Commission currently has two years to dispose of a 
discrimination case. The legislation is needed to bring about 
more equity between the employer and complainant, Miller 
said. 

He explained, “Most individuals cannot wage a two-year 
fight against an employer they've accused of discrimination. 
Therefore, the employer, whether he is guilty of the charge or 
not, has the distinct advantage of time and money.” 

“Oftentimes, all the employer has to do is keep the case 
going long enough and the compiainant is forced to drop the 
charges. We should not encourage and support this unfair 
situation by maintaining laws which give an unfair advantage 
to employers,” Miller added. 

“Shortening the time frame to allow the OCRC to process a 
discrimination case should also help to reduce the huge back- 
load of cases that the Commission has,” Miller stated. 

Miller said he expects no opposition to the proposed law 
except from “some unscrupulous employees and some bureau- 
crats who are more concerned with continuing existing practi- 
ces and processes, than protecting the civil rights of Ohioans.” 

Reached at his office Monday for his response to Miller's 
proposal, OCRC executive director, Robert Brown observed, 
“The Ohio Civil Rights Commission has been mandated by the 
Ohio Legislature to eliminate the root cause of unlawful dis- 
crimination in public accommodations, employment, housing 
and credit because of race, color, religion, sex, national origin, 
ancestry, age condition or handicap and marital status (credit 
only) to establish clearly its intenf to eliminate unlawful dis- 
crimination for the people of Ohio. 

“The Legislature amended the statute to make discrimina- 
tion in Ohio a criminal act, a misdemeanor and to permit the 
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_ Federal Commission recognizes no statute of limitations.

In 1978, Mid-Ohio Regional 
Planning Commission 
(MORPC) established a’ 
minority/women-business 
enterprise (M/WBE) program, 
including goals for M/WBE 
participation in construction, 
consulting and purchasing.

Eastside Man Says He Doesn't

shot wounds, says he didn't 
know how he shot his wife to 
death in self-defense during a 
domestic argument in their 
home Oct. 28. 

“When she shot me first, |!

shot me,” Aaron Butler, 62, 
recalled the incident at their 
2325 Somersworth Dr. North 
home. “I didn’t know how she 
died from my gunshot,” he 
said. '

Still recuperating from the 
gunshot wounds, Mr. Butler, 
says: “I don't appreciate hitting 
any woman. | had been drink- 
ing that evening, and it was an 
argument between husband 
‘and wife.

Mr. Butler says he now feels 
bad about the shooting death 
of his wife and the painful 
wounds he sustained from the 
gun battle.

Here Is A ‘Put Up’ Plan 


Some time ago during all the fighting in Washington over 
how much money the United States government was going 
to spend and on what, President Reagan told critics of his 
program to put up or shut up. 

Well, we suppose they shut up because Reaganomics is 
as big today, or bigger, as it was during the fighting over 
spending. Perhaps Reagan's critics would have been wiser 
to look outside of Washington for better alternatives to 
some of the president’s proposals. 

John E. Jacob, president of the National Urban League, 
for instance, certainly would have put up had the president 


given him the opportunity. When Jacob was in Columbus - 


last week for the local Urban League’s annual salute to 
Equal Opportunity Day, he outlined what he considered 
better proposals for dealing with the nation’s high 
unemployment. , 

He said a “Universal Employment and Training System” 
and a special self-help plan certainly would go a long way 
toward cutting high unemployment in the black commun- 
ity, where it is twice as high as in white communities. 

He said the program would be a joint éffort On the part of 
private industry and the public séctor. Thé outeontd Would " 
be to rebuild the nation's crumbling roads and bridges, to 
revitalize the rail system and ports, in addition to building 
homes, sewer lines and water systems. Schools would help 
prepare people for this work. aan 

He said this would guarantee. productive work to the 
jobless and training for the unskilled. And it would not bea 
quick-fix solution or make-work as some of the people in 
Washington opposed to such programs claim. } 

That’s a practical approach to high unemployment while 
not asking the government to take on an expensive and 
unnecessary burden. The dabblers in Washington would 
be wise to weigh the benefits of Jacob’s proposal and putit 
into effect. It certainly is better than what they've affererd en 
var. 


One Year For Cases 
Of Discrimination 


It's-no-secret the court systems are strapped with more 
cases than can be handled in a reasonable period of time. 
The backlog grows despite approval by the U.S. Congress 
to add numerous federal judges to the bench within the 
past four years, and despite efforts by the Ohio General 
Assembly and other states to increase the number of 
judges hearing cases. The poor can't fight the case forever. 

because arawn out litigation is so expensive, obviously 
the final outcome favors the rich over the poor, regardiess 
of whether or not the rich’s case is more right or wrong. 

State Rep. Ray Miller of Columbus sees this same prob- 
lem happening at the Ohio Civil Rights Commission. He 
says when an employee files a discrimination complaint, 
the employe? can simply drag it out until the employee is 
without resources to continue the case. 

A more practical approach, he says, is to pass a law 
which says that discrimination cases filed with the Civil 
Rights Commission must be disposed of within one year. 
He will introduce legislation to this effect. 

“Oftentimes, all the employer has to do is keep the case 
going long enough and the complainant is-forced to drop 
the charge,” Miller pointed out. “We should not encourage 
and support this unfair situation by maintaining laws which 
give an unfair advantage to employers.” 

Let's urge our state legislators in the House and Senate to 
pass the bill when Miller introduces it. Such a law would 
make the outcome more fair for the complainant and 
reduce the backlog of.cases at the Ohio Civil Rights Com- 
mission.
